Artificial Crimes 


(San Bernardino Telegram) 

The American Research Foundation esti- 
mates the people of the United States each 
day commit 50,000,000 crimes of major and 
minor importance, and that prosecution of 
these infraction for fifty. hours would place 
every man, woman and child in jail. 

In the words of Harry Edward Freund, di 
vector of the foundation, it is a ease of “‘damn- 
ed if you do and damned if you don’t.’’ He 
recommends blanket repeal of the grea't, ma 
jority of statutes and ordinances so ‘*meddling 
legislation’? will. not longer "pursue the av 
erave citizen from the cradle to the grave." 

While laws are made for the public, they 
are the tools of the lawyer and the lawyer is 


‘ 


best versed in their uses. Of publie interest 
therefore is a lawyer’s reaction to the prevail- 
ing mania for new repressive and punitive 
legislation. That reaction has taken the form 
of a nation-wide insistence from lawyers, jur- 
ists and their organizations for the codifica 
tion of existing laws and limitation of new 
legislation. 

“There are so many laws they break one 
another,’’ is the way one lawyer-orattor aptly 


snms up the situation. 

Will the flood tide of legislation be stem 
‘med? Is public opinion strong enough to 
counteract the propaganda and sinister influ. 
‘ences of lobbyists, associations for the promo- 
tion of special-interest and class legislation, 
and of the new species of reformer to Whom 
the road of the millennium leads ‘through the 
“wo jails ? 

One of the most specious of present-day 
catch-phrases is to the effect that ‘‘we must 
have liberty but not license.’’ Let legislators 
take heed thereof and avail themselves of their 
liberty or right. to enact laws, but let them 


not make license of that liberty.

Washington 
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Jurors and Crime 


(Indianapolis News) 

After twenty-three years’ contact with the 
enforcement of criminal law, Charles C. Nott, 
Jr., judge of ‘the court of general sessions in 
New York, has felt impelled to write some- 
thing about the juror’s part in crime. He says, 
in Scribner’s, that.he realizes that he may be 
contradicted by students of crime who have 
slight contact with the problem and who have 
made up their minds hastily. With relation 
to juries he writes: 

‘In my opinion the weak spot in our ad- 
ministration of the criminal law is not so 
much in our police forces, or our prosecutors, 
or our courts as in our juries, which is equiva- 
lent to saying—in our people’s general atti- 
tude to the criminal. The tendency of the 
American jury is not to deliver a verdict ac- 
cording to the evidence but to pronounce a 
sort of judgment of Solomon, although the 
qualifications of the jurors for such a delicate 
piece of work are usually in striking contrast 
to those of the march whom they imitate. Thus 
in a homicide case, they do not decide whether 
A unlawfully killed B, but whether B really: 
cheated A out of the $8.50 which was the sub- 
ject matter of the dispute, and therefore 
ought to have been killed.’’ 

This tendency is not confined to New York. 
In an Indiana criminal case the jury is the 
sole judge of the evidence and the law. It 
becomes in effect a court of twelve judges. 
sitting in conjunction with the presiding judge 
on the bench. The latter may be presumed to 
be a lawyer of ability and training. The jury 
js composed of men or women who have not 
formed or expressed an opinion in the case 
and who need not know any law whatever— 
or anything else. The class of citizens that 
ought to be expected to cooperate with the 
courts and readily agree to jury service is the 
first to beg off, with the result that those who 
serve are often men out of employment who 
went to be paid. 

In an ideal state of affairs jurors will have 
much the same training as lawyers, and will 
decide cases according to law, not according 
to whatever whim happens to influence them 
in making up their minds. If every law viola- 
tor knew in advance that a jury would find 
him guilty, the crime problem would be solv- 
ed, without difficulty.

But 
when it comes to carelessness with fires we 
have let the guilty party go the limit in caus- 
ing the city expense for maintaining and op- 
erating a fire department, or for causing his 
neighbor expense through necessarily higher 
insurance rates and property destroyed thru 
fires caused by carelessness or deliberate reck- 
lessness. 

The insurance commissioner of Michigan is 
setting an example which should ‘be followed 
A local citizen maintained a dangerous fire 
hazard and refused to clean up his premises, 
which endangered his neighbor and the whole 
city. After a fair warning a punitive increase 
in his insurance rates was permitted. If the 
commissioner follows the policy of increasing 
rates where unnecessary fire hazards are not 
corrected, he will get results and benefit the 
whole nation through other states following 
suit, 

This should be one of the functions of a 
state insurance department for it can do what 
individual companies have no power to do in 
a matter such as this.

hand.

Blackbirds — The  blackbird’s 
notes are very shrill in advance 
of rain. 

Chickens—When they pick up 
small stones and pebbles and are 


noisy, rubbing in the dust and

Crows—One crow flying alone, a 
sign of foul weather, but if crows 
fly in pairs, expect fine weather. 

Geese—Wild geese fly high in 
pleasant weather and low in bad

Owls—Owls hooting indicate rain 

Roosters — If a rooster crows 


weather.

Hard edged, oily looking clouds 
indicate wind. 
i A dark, gloomy blue sky indi- 
cates kind; a bright, clear blue 
sky, fine weather. Small inky 
clouds foretell rain. 
Black clouds in the north in win- 
ter indicate approaching snow. 
‘Cross Wind Clouds—If you see 
clouds going across wind, there 
is a storm in the air. 
East Wind—if rain falls during 
tan east wind, it will continue a 
‘full day. 
Fleecy Clouds—iIf in winter the 
clouds appear fleecy, with a very 
blue sky, expect cold rain or snow. 
Gusts—If there be a cloudy sky 
Vand dark clouds driving fast under 
higher clouds, expect violent gusts 
of wind. 
Clouds in Opposite Directions— 
If clouds float at different heights 
and rates, but generally going in 
opposite directions, expect heavy 
rains.

Weather Indications of Fog, Mist 
and Dew 
A fog in August indicates a se- 
vere winter. The number of Au- 
gust fogs indicates the number of 
winter mists. 
‘Observe on what day in August 
the first heavy fog occurs and you 
may expect hard frost on the same 
day in October. 
When a morning fog turns into 
clouds of different layers, the 
clouds. increasing in size, expect 
rain. 
The absence of dew for three 
days indicates rain. 
If there is a heavy dew and it 
soon dries, expect fine weather; 
if it remains long on the grass, 
expect rain in twenty-four hours. 
In haying season, when there is 
no dew, it indicates rain. 
If the moon changes with the 
| wind in the east, the weather will 
be foul during that moon. 
The fifth day of the new moon 
indicates the general character of 
‘the weather until the new moon. 
| Two full moots in a calendar 
month bring on a flood, 





Insects and Plants as Weather 

If in the beginning of July the 
ants are enlarging and building up 
their piles, an early winter and 
cold is at hand. 

The early appearance of butter 
flies is said to indicate fine weath- 
er. 

When bees remain in their hives 
or fly but a short distance, expect 
rain. “A bee was never caught 
in a shower.” 

When fiies bite greedily, expect 
rain. 
| Fireflies. in great numbers indi- 

cate fair weather, 

Spiders when seen crawling on 
the walls more than usual, indi- 
cate rain. This prognostication 
seldom fails. It has been observ- 
ed for many years. 

When the bushes are full of 
berries a hard winter is on the 
way. : 

When beechnuts are plentiful, 
expect a mild winter. 

A double corn husk on corn in- 
dicates a severe winter. 

Clover leaves turned up so as 
to show light on the under side in- 
dicate approaching rain. 

If during the falling of the 
leaves in October many of them 
winter and hang on the boughs, it 
betokens a frosty winter and much
